for optimum guesswork and is 
then repeated 17 times at care 
fully worked-out intervals. 


TIRELESS DRUDGES 

Naturally, the stupendous 
and frighteningly idiotic work 
of .concocting this stuff can 
only be done by tireless team 
work of many educational 
drudges But if the textbook 
house put only the drudges on 
the title page, that wouldn't 
look impressive enough to beat 
the competition. So there has 
to be a “senior author”—some 
one with a national reputation 
who teaches how to teach read 
ing at one of the major uni 
versities. 

And that’s why each and 
every one of the so-called au 
thorities in this field is tied up 
with a series of readers based 
on the Chinese word-learning 
method 
RS Tete ee yor set 
method, you have to buy 
$30 worth per child of Dr 
and-so’s readers; as as 
you switch to the common 
gense method of teaching the 
sound of the letters can 
give them a little primer and 
then proceed immediately to 
anything from the Reader's 
Digest to “Treasure Island.” 

I have personally met 
of the leading authorities in 
the field of reading. They are 
all very nice ladies and gentie 
men, and obviously sincere and 
well meaning But they are 
firmly committed to the appli- 
cation of the word method, and 
it would be inhuman to expect 
from them an objective point 
of view 


FURIOUS HOSTILITY 

Consequently it’s utterly im 
possible to find anyone inside 
the official family of the edu 
cators saying anything even 
slightly favorable to the natural 
method of teachifig reading 
Mention the alphabetic method 
or phonetics or “phonics” and 
you. immediately arouse deri 
sion, furious hostility, or icy 
silence, 

Take the case of the late Dr. 
Leonard Bloomfield, professor 
of __ linguistics. at _ Yale Dr. 
Bloomfield wasn't, just any 
scholar in the field of language; 
he was universally recognized 
as the greatest U.S, linguist of 
modern times. His master-| 
piece was a book simply called 
“Language,” published in 1933. 

In the last few pages of that 
book, Bloomfield dealt with the 
teaching of English and reading 
in U.S. schools. “Our schools,” 
he wrote, “are utterly benighted 
in‘ linguistic matters . . . Noth- 
ing could be-more discouraging 
than to read our educationalists’ 
treatises on methods of teach- 
ing children to read.” 

Several years later, Bloom- 
field took time out to prepare 
an. alphabetic-phonetic primer, 
based on strictly scientific prin- 
ciples. It was an excellent piece |

(AP)—Soviet Foreign Min- 
M. Molotov today 
called upon the Western 
powers 
armed forces and liquidate 
their foreign military bases 
without waiting for an inter-

At the same time, the Soviet 
leader told the UN General As- 
sembly that Russia is giving 
careful consideration to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's proposal .for 
an “open sky” policy on mutual 
aevial inspection of Russian and 
the United States territory. 

He submitted a_ resolution 
urging the assembly to endorse 
a study of the Eisenhower plan 
along with proposals submitted 
by Russia, Britain and France.

HEN MR. WALTER HARRIS 
dared to predict last spring that 

the gross national product of Canada 
—its annual output of wealth—would 
reach the figure of $26. billions within 
visible time hé>was widely criticized 
as an irresponsible optimist. It was 
said that he had tried to justify a 
temporary budget deficit by assum- 
ing a huge rise in the nation’s in- 
come, and hence in his revenues, a 
little later on. i 

The latest figures of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. more than 
justify Mr. Harris’ judgment. They 
show that. the big Canadian boom 
has already carried the national pro- 
duct beyond his highest expectations. 

In the second quarter of the year 
Canadians were producing goods and 
services at the annual raté of $2€,248 
millions. This was an all-time record 
and over a billion dollars in excess 
of the figure for the first quarter 

There is no sign that the third 
quarter, when the figures are com- 
piled, will show any decline. Barring 
accidents, the product next 
year should easily reach the full $26 
billions which Mr. Harris hoped for 
last spring 

Such figures can sometimes be 
misleading, ‘if prices are in fluctua- 
tion. It would be easy, for example, 
to raise our production to a high 
fizure, on paper, if prices were rising 
and the value of money thus shrink- 
ine. As it happens, however, price 
have been standing virtually sti and 
the dollar has not shrunk in th 
last year. Whe increase in ‘vealth 
represented by the latest figures, 
therefore, is genuine It

Another fact is equally notable. | 
Our index of industrial production 
rose by 37.5 points between July, 
1954 and July, 1955 while the index 
of industrial employment hardly | 
moved at all.

A Favorable Step 


HE ANNOUNCEMENT IN 
Washington that the United 

States is willing to discuss tariff re- 
ductions on ‘a list of 900 commodi- 
ties will be seen by many nations is 
a hopeful gesture. Whether it will 
prove more than a gesture is another 
question. 

Under the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act the United States 
is not committed to making blanket 
reductions in import tariffs. The 
procedure is to negotiate with the 
country which is the chief source of 
the imported commodity, on a basis 
of reciprocal benefits. The tariff 
reductions thus arrived at are ex- 
tended to the other GATT signato- 
ries.. But the bargaining is tough, 
the United States seeking to obtain 
the best possible return for its 
concession. 

How will such bargaining affect 
the list of 900 items? It is likely 
that in many ‘cases agreement will 
not bé reached. The list is subject 
to drastic whittling. 

Another consideration is that the 
tariffs on many of the 900 commo- 
dities are already fairly low. A re- 
duction ‘of 5 per cent—the maximum 
allowed in any one year by the U.S. 
legislation—would not affect the rate 
appreciably. . 


Canada will be involved in nego- 
tiftions on a number of the items 
listed, such as aircraft and pulp 
board. Ottawa has been preparing 
for the bargaining, but it is recog. 
mized that more than mere economi: 
difficulties must be overcome in| 
achieving agreements with the United 
States. 

The problems, in fact, are less 
economic than political. President 
Eisenhower must consider the reac- 
tion in various parts of the country 
to alterations he might make in the 
tariff structure. This is particularly | 
the case in view of next year’s gen- 
eral election. 

Ottawa experts do not expect that 
important changes will occur in U.S 
tariffs by reason of the act which | 
permits the President to bargain for | 
maximum reductions of 5 per cent a 
year for the next three years. It is | 
recognized that too heavy demands 
from Canada and other countries 
could result in a Congressional reac- | 
tion against further liberalization of 
trade. 

But the: latest American-move is 
a useful and important one. - It pro- 
vides concrete evidence of Mr. Eisen- 
hower's desire for better trade rela- 
tions. And while that force is at 
work there is room for hope.

At present, many of Canada's imports 
from the. United States are received with- 
out real current payment—that is, Cana 
dian exports—because many Americans 
want to invest here, A sharp reduction in 
the value of the Canadian dollar unques 
tionably would reduce that investment 
and might cause a heavy withdrawal of 
U.S, capital 


MORE FOR LESS 


The real effect of 
change—the effect in goods people use 
would be that Camada would have to do 
more for less.. The country as a whole 
would be worse off. 

In some economic circumstances 
a loss has to be accepted as the lesser of 
various evils. There is no reason why it 
should be imposed on the Canadian people 
now, when the economy as a whoie is 
buoyantly active 

That buoyancy ensures

Vancouver Island hunters who have spent years sighting 
in‘on the once abundant blue grouse. population in our woods, 
may soon take to a new target by necessity 

This was one of the rather startling revelations passed 
on to members of: the Victoria Fish and Game Association by 
provincial game biologist Don Robinson in an address to the 
association this week. ‘ 

Robinson bluntly told the association meeting that his 
findings indicated the lush-days of blue grouse hunting are 
over 

Robinson bases his opinions on surveys and crop statis- 
tics gathered in a 12-months of the year study. 

He said that the blue grouse population on the Island is 
Gecreasing at an alarming rate. As the chief cause, he pin- 

? pointed the new method of patch logging 
carried out by modern logging companies. 

Under the older method of logging, 
large areas’ were logged off and the slash 
was burned. This method bred the insect 
life for the newly-hatched birds and berry- 
type bushes for the, mature birds. 

It is Robinson's contention that modern 
logging methods are not nearly so conducive 
to ‘the propagation of the blue grouse. While 
many birds are still in existence, hunting 
them becomes more difficult each season 

Boyd It has been pointed out by the Game Office 
that the present bag limit on blue grouse could be doubled 
and still the average number of birds taken would be on’a 
decrease 

While discouraging indeed, for hunters, 
Robinson has pointed out a converse condition that is more 
cheerful 

Ontario biologists have been carrying out extensive field 
work on the Island and have found, to their surprise, that 
the willow population here heavier than in the 
east, where it ven. Baer the only type of the species hunted. 

With a decrease in blue grouse and the unheralded in

But above all it tells of the 
men who brought Old World 
languages to the new conti- 
nent, Old World morals ard 
customs, Old World dreams, 
their descendants 
saw these elements grow in 
the environment of the New 
World to achieve a strength 
and character beyond the im- 
aginations of the founders.

Orie could equally imagine 
it being told around a camp- 
fire on Vancouver Island, 
related in a loggers’ bunk- 
house in Quebec, or recited 
from a plattorm wherever 
Canadians meet. It is. as 
sprightly as Mrs. Noggins, as 
neighborly as Mr. Snifkin, yet 
as deep and meaningful as the 
author’s obviously great love 
for the land of his birth.

FURIOUS HOSTILITY 

Consequently it's utterly im 
possible to find anyone inside 
the official family of the edu 
cators saying anything even 
slightly favorabe to the natural 
method of teaching reading. 
Mention the alphabetie method 
or phonetics or “phonics” and 
you immediately arouse deri- 
sion, furious hostility, or icy 
silence. 

Take the case of the late Dr. 
Leonard Bloomfield, professor 
of linguistics at Yale. Dr. 
Bloomfield wasn't just any 
scholar in the field of language; 
he was universally recognized 
as the greatest U.S. linguist of 
modern times. His master- 
piece was a book simply called 
“Language,” published in 1933. 

In the last few pages of that 
book, Bloomfield dealt with the) 
teaching of English and reading 
in U.S, schools. “Our schools,” 
he wrote, “are utterly benighted 
in linguistic matters . . . Noth- 
ing could be more discouraging 
than to read our ‘educationalists* 
treatises on methods of teach- 
ing children to read.” 

Several years later, Bloom- 
field took time out to prepare 
an alphabetic-phonetic primer, 
based on strictly scientific prin- 
ciples. It was an excellent piece
